Mr. Roosevelt excluded estimates 


for appropriations for parity pay- 
ments from the budget for the fis- 
cal year starting Next July 1. 
Congress appropriated $225,000,000 
for the current year. 


The President explained in his 


budget message he was not sug- 
gesting that the • policy of parity 
payments be abandoned and that 
It might be necessary to ask later 
for appropriations. 
But he said 
that a request for funds was be- 
ing omitted partially because of a 
hope that next year's crop could 
be sold for at least 75 per cent 
of the parity.

German raiders appear- 


ed today off the strategic 
Firth of Forth in Scotland 
and the estuaries of the 
Humber and Thames on 
England's eastern coast, the 
air ministry announced. 


No bombs were dropped and no 
alarms were sounded as the renew- 
ed flights of the Nazis over the 
British coast met quick resistance 
from British fighters and anti-air- 
craft batteries. 
The Evening News said the last 


24 hours had been the busiest fac- 
ed by the Royal Air Force since 
the war began and the British 
fliers "have had to fight their 
fiercest battles." 
Today's flights brought the first 


German air visits of the war to 
the Tyneaide, important shipbuild- 
ing and shipping center. 
The air ministry said German 


planes attempting to bomb a mar- 
chant vessel off the Norfolk coast 
were driven off by defense fighters. 
Fragments of anti-aircraft shells 


fell in the streets of South Shields 
during 10 minutes of firing. Spec- 
tators were endangered, but ruahed 
out to pick up the bits for sou- 
venirs. 


Windows of a bus were shatter- 


ed. 


After once being driven away, a 
raider circled and returned above 
South Shields and again was fired 
upon. 
Three large black planes believ-

'LITTLE'MEN AND'BIG' 


MEASURED BY MAGNANIMITY * 


One Central Test of Size and Greatness—The 


Place of Forgiveness in Christian Teaching, 
and in Everyday Life — A Tale of Two 
Debtors. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


What is the quality which de- 


termines size In a character? Often 
little men occupy big positions, 
and big men are in lowly places, 
Curious, isn't* It, how we Instinc- 
tively grade men as "little" 
or 


"big"? 
It Is not,' on the part of the lat- 


ter, a certain spacious way of look- 
ing at life, and of 
meeting 
its 


problems, which we may call mag- 
namlnlty? The big man does not 
cherish little grudges, and Is not 
affected by trivial Incidents, 


Nobody may nurse In his heart 
petty enmities and still attain to 
full life. The magnanimous man 
is the forgiving man, the fine fruit 
of the Christian religion. Never of 
the really great do we hear that 
"He never forgave an enemy or 
forgot a friend.' 
Such embittered- 
ness would spoil any 
character. 
With the spread of education and 
enlargement of life's Interests and 
of religious conceptions, the fam- 
ous feuds of the southern moun- 
tains have died out. The spirit of 
Christian tolerance and truth elim- 
inates old hatreds, fears and un- 
forgivlngncss. 


One sure 'result of a real revival 


of religion in a small community 
is the end of old grudges and en- 
mities, bred by isolation and petti- 
ness. 


A Big Bible Word 


Every thoughtful person has ob- 


served the remarkable fact 
that 


the one virtue of forgiveness alone 
Is thrust Into the midst of 
the 
Lord's Prayer. There Is no men- 
tion of truthfulness, loyalty, pur- 
ity, patience, kindliness or other 
Christian traits. Only forgiveness 
is picked out for this tremend- 
ous emphasis. 


Still more: the very forgiveness 


which all of us expect from God 
Is made contingent upon our own 
forgiveness of others: "Forgive us 
as we forgive." What a dread- 


ful sentence for a person to utter 
who has animosity In his heart! 
The clear Implication is that un- 
less we forgive, we may not he 
forgiven; and all of us stand In 
constant need of the divine for- 
giveness, and base our hopes of 
salvation thereon. 


Evidently, there Is something In 


the virtue of forgiveness—mercy, 
Magnanimity — which is pecular- 
ly esteemed by heaven. It roots 
deep In the quality of the 
soul. 
Its absence shrivels up ones spirit 
and embitters life; its 
presence 


causes Itself and other virtues to 
burgeon beautifully. A man can- 
not live Christlanly unless he lives 
forgivingly. Life Is too short for 
the cherishing of grudges. 
"Its Me, Lord, It's Me!" 


One of the familiar negro spir- 


ituals has the chorus: 


"It's me, Lord, it's me! 
Standing In the place of prayer." 
Even the best of us stands in 
dally need of forgiveness—the for- 
giveness of family, of friends, of 
associates, 
of God. Our 
entire 


Christian faith rests 
upon 
the 


foundation of the forgiveness won 
for us by Christ on the cross. No 
lesson could be more personal, or 
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Fast color. Big awort- 
mont. See 
this value— 
W h i l e it 
lasts. Reg- 
ular 16o vaf, 


move suited to every one's dally 
need, than this one upon forgive- 
ness. 


Moreover It spreads out Into the 


whole field of human relationship. 
How may this war-torn world ar- 
rive at peace except by the road 
of forgiveness? Only a vast and 
Christian magnamlnlty 
will 
en- 


able the natlonc to live again in 
concord. Be cause there was no 
forgiveness in the Versailles treaty 
that document made certain the 
coming of the present war. The 
writer or speaker who spreads 
hatred for Germans Is doing only 
disservice to the world's tomor- 
row. 
Daily our prayers "Forgive 
us 
as ve forgive" calls for the 


growth and practice of this virtue 
In individual life. 
And body can 


hate; only 
the 
Christ-governed 


spirit can submerge natural hat- 
reds In forgiving love. 


A Famous Story-Sermon 


One of the great stories or para- 


bles, told by Jesus, had forgive- 
ness for Its theme. It was evoked 
by Peter's query, who by his very 
nature was forever getting Into 
hot water, "Lord, how oft shall 
my brother sin against me, and I 
forgive him? Until seven times?" 


"I say not unto thee, until seven 


times; 
but 
until seventy 
times 
seven." 


There are no mathematics 
In 


magnamlnlty. The Master's word 
meant that there could 
be 
no 


limits to our obligation to forgive. 
"Seventy times seven" represented 
an Indefinite number. 


To drive home this point Jesus 
told this story: 


"Therefore is the kingdom of 


heaven likened unto a certain 
king, who would make a reckon- 
ing with his servants. A n d 
when he had begun to reckon 
one was brought unto him, that 
owed him ten thousand talents. 
But forasmuch as he had not 
wherewith to pay, his lord com- 
manded him to be sold, and his 
wife, and children, and all that 
he had and payment to be made. 


"The 
servant 
therefore 
fell 


down and worshipped him, say- 
ing, 
Lord, have patience with 


we and I will pay thee all. And 
the lord of that servant, being 
moved with compassion, released 
him and forgave him the debt, 


"But that servant went out, 


and found one of his 
fellow- 


servants, who owed him a hun- 
dred shillings; and ho laid hold 
on him and took him by the 
throat, saying, Pay what thou 
owest. 


"So 
his 
fellow-servant 
fell 
down and besought him, saying 
Have patience with me, and I 
will pay thee. And he would not; 
but went and cast him 
Into 


prison, till he should pay that 
which was due. 


"So when his fellow-servants 
saw what was done, they were 
exceeding sorry, and came and 
told unto their lord all that was 
done. Then his lord called him 
unto him, and saith to him, 
Thou wicked servant, I forgave 
thee all that debt, because thou 
benoughte'st mo: Shouldest not 
thou also have had morcy on 
thy fellow-servant, even as I had 
mercy on thee? And his lord 
was wroth, and delivered him to 
the tormentors, till he should 
pay all that was due. 


"So shall also my heavenly 
Father do unto you, If ye for- 
give not every one his brother 
from your hearts." 


Two Sums 


This very human picture stag- 


gers us by the relative sums in- 
volved.

debt was just seventeen dollars, 
for which he was cnst Into jail.

Attorney Generals Ruling 
AUSTIN, Jan. 10.—(£•)—Attorney 
General Gerald C. Mann has ruled 
that property of the Navarro com- 
munity Foundation is not exempt 
from taxation and' a special law 
creating the foundation is uncon- 
stitutional.

FARMERS FIND PRICES MAJOR 


COMMODITIES ABOUT 17 PCT. 


HIGHER THAN ONE YEAR AGO 


By FRANKLIN MULLIN 


CHICAGO, Jan, 10.—(/PJ—Farmers studying market conditions in 


preparation for tfcls year's planting found prices of their major com- 
modities today averaging about 17 per cent higher than a year ago. 


Of 10 importnt items farmers have to sell, only livestock and eggs 


brought less returns than at the start of 1939, Most products were pric- 
ed under January, 1937, quotations and a few were lower than two years 
ago, but with these exceptions th» general level of market prices was 
about the best of the past decade. 


Whether these higher prices foretell increased agricultural Income, 


however, will depend on the amount of commodities farmers have to 
sell, market analysts said. In general, recent price advances have been 
based on prospects of decreased production in 1940, as in the case of 
wheat. Price losses reflected larger market supplies, as in the case of 
hogs. Farm income in 1939, Including government payments, was the 
best since 1930, except for 1937. 


Crops which now command best prices at market, such as wheat, 


oats, rye and soy beans, may be given most consideration in farmers' 
planting intentions insofar as producers who cooperate with the gov- 
ernment program find federal control plans do not interfere, market 
men aaid.
